Greenfield  Zoning  Ordinance, 

Greenfield  Floodplain  Development  Ordinance, 

and 
Greenfield  Building  Code 

AMENDMENT  NUMBER  1  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance 

In  SECTION  IV,  change  paragraph  B  to  read: 

B.   Professional  Uses  and  Customary  Home  Occupations 

Subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  Ordinance, 
nothing  herein  shall  prevent  a  profession  or 
customary  home  occupation  from  being  conducted  in  a 
residence  or  in  a  structure  accessory  to  the 
residence  in  any  district,  provided,  however,  that 
said  profession  or  customary  home  occupation  is 
first  approved  as  a  Special  Exception  use  by  the 
Board  of  Adjustment. 

1.   For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  an  approved' 
professional  or  customary  home  occupational  use  will 
be  one  that  can  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  and  requirements  set  forth  in  paragraph  2 


below.   Uses  not  considered  to  be  home  occupations 
include  b lacksmi th i ng ,  welding,  s tonecu t t i ng , 
vehicle  repair  and  service,  animal  boarding  and 
care,  retailing  and  food  service  (other  than  home 
produce  and  products),  warehousing,  distribution  and 
manu  f ac  t  ur  i  ng . 

2.   There  shall  be  no  adverse  effect  caused  by  the 
use  on  the  residential  character  of  the  site  or  of 
any  structure  on  it.  on  surrounding  properties  or  on 
the  natural  environment.   Thus,  there  shall  be  no 
nuisance  or  health  hazard  generated  by  noise, 
vibration,  odors,  heat,  smoke,  dust,  light,  glare, 
traffic  or  parking,  or  by  soil,  water  or  air 
pollution,  or  by  any  other  effect  of  the  use. 
Pursuant  to  these  conditions  the  following 
requirements  shall  be  met: 

a.  The  use  shall  be  clearly  incidental  and 
secondary  to  the  residential  use  of  the  site. 

b.  The  use  shall  be  carried  out  wholly  within  a 
dwelling  or  a  structure  accessory  to  the  dwelling. 
An  accessory  structure  not  attached  to  the 
dwelling  shall  be  no  closer  than  the  dwelling  to 
any  public  right-of-way.   Buildings  or  other 
facilities  on  the  same  site  that  are  not  customary 
to  a  residence,  or  farm  in  a  Rur a  1 /Agr i cu 1 tur al 

District,  shall  not  be  included  in  the  use. 

c.  The  use  shall  be  conducted  by  one  or  more 
members  of  the  household  occupying  the  dwelling. 
No  more  than  two  (2)  persons  outside  the  household 
shall  be  employed  in  the  use. 

d.  The  use  shall  cause  no  variation  from  the 
exterior  residential  character  of  the  dwelling  or 
other  structure  employed  in  the  use.   Thus,  there 
shall  be  no  display  on  the  structure  or  in  a 
window,  no  sign  and  no  other  building  feature 
normally  associated  with  a  non-residential  use. 

e.  The  use  shall  cause  no  variation  from  the 
residential  character  of  the  site.   Thus,  there 
shall  be  no  exterior  display  or  storage  of  goods 
or  equipment,  no  sign,  no  more  than  (k)    off-street 
parking  spaces  in  total  required  by  the  use  on  a 
regular  basis,  no  on-street  parking  and  no  traffic 
either  in  volume  or  in  vehicle  size  that  is  not 
ordinarily  associated  with  a  residential  use. 


AMENDMENT  NUMBER  2  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance 

In  SECTION  IV,  change  paragraph  H  to  read: 

H .   Person ai  Property  Sales 

In  any  district,  the  sale  of  surplus  or  used 
personal  or  household  property,  commonly  known  as  a 
yard  sale,  or  garage  sale,  or  barn  sale,  or  tag 
sale,  may  be  conducted  under  the  conditions 
described  below.   These  conditions  are  intended  to 
help  protect  the  residential  character  of  the 
surrounding  area. 

1.  The  sale  is  conducted  personally  by  an  occupant 
of  the  household  involved. 

2.  The  sale  does  not  interfere  with  the  safety, 
convenience,  or  general  welfare  of  the  occupants  of 
surrounding  property. 

3.  The  sale  is  conducted  for  no  longer  than  three 
(3)  consecutive  days  without  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

U.       No  one  household  shall  conduct  such  a  sale  more 
than  three  (3)  times  in  a  twelve  (12)  month  period 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

AMENDMENT  NUMBER  3  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance 

In  SECTION  II,  change  paragraph  P  to  read: 

P.   "Building"  shall  mean  any  independent  structure 
having  a  roof  with  structural  support  and  more  than 
100  square  feet  in  size  and/or  when  any  point  of  the 
structure  is  greater  than  ten  (10)  feet  in  height. 

AMENDMENT  to  the  Floodplain  Ordinance 

Insert  the  following  definition  in  ITEM  I  on  page  5: 

Q.   "Recreational  vehicle"  means  a  vehicle  which  is 
(a)  built  on  a  single  chassis,  (b)  **00  square  feet 
or  less  when  measured  at  the  largest  horizontal 
projection,  (c)  designed  to  be  self  propelled  or 
permanently  towable  by  a  light  duty  truck,  and  (d) 
designed  primarily  not  for  use  as  a  permanent 
dwelling  but  as  temporary  living  quarters  for 
recreational,  camping,  travel  or  seasonal  use. 


Insert  the  following  ITEM  II,  page  6 

(v)   Recreational  vehicles  placed  on  sites  within 
Zones  Ai- 30,  AH,  and  AE  shall  either  (a)  be  on  the 
site  for  fewer  than  180  consecutive  days,  (b)  be 
fully  licensed  and  ready  for  highway  use;  or  (c) 
meet  all  standards  of  Section  60.3.  (b)(1)  of  the 
National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations  and  the 
elevation  and  anchoring  requirements  for 
"manufactured  homes"  in  Paragraph  (c)(6)  of  Section 
60.  3.

March  9.  1993  TOWN  ELECTIONS 


Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator,  Peter  Hopkins, 
at  10:05  AM  to  act  on  Article  one  of  the  Warrant  -

Moderator  read  the 
first  article  of  the  Warrant,  the  remainder  to  be  read 
when  Town  Meeting  reconvenes  on  Friday,  March  12,  1993  at 
7PM.

Moderator  announced 
absentee  ballots  would  be  opened  at  3PM.   It  was 
determined  that  the  supervisor  of  the  checklist  according 
to  RSA ' s  should  be  voted  on  only  on  even  years,  so  to 
comply  with  the  law  the  office  should  be  changed  from  6 
years  to  5  years  to  correct  expiration  date. 

Polls  opened  at  10:05  AM  and  closed  at  7  PM  after  which 
the  ballots  were  counted  193  ballots  were  cast,  three  of 
which  were  absentee.

#4.   Any  article  to  be  acted  upon  in  part  "B"  shall 
pass  upon  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of  the  district. 
Should  any  fail  to  adoption,  another  secret  ballot 
shall  be  called  for  by  the  Contoocook  Valley  School 
Board  to  be  held  within  60  day...  within  the  towns  as 
outlined  in  the  previous  paragraph.   Failure  to 
achieve  a  majority  vote  for  any  article,  save  the 
budget,  teacher  salary  accounts  and  all  employee 
health  insurance  accounts,  signified  failure  to  pass 
and  shall  not  be  reconsidered  that  year.

#  7  .   Bond  issues  shall  be  considered  under  the  same 
procedure  except  that  the  procedural  process  shall  be 
determined  by  state  law.   Only  one  secret  ballot  shall 
determine  passage  or  failure. 

#8.   Special  meeting  appropriations  of  $25,000  or  more 

shall  be  considered  in  the  fashion  outlined  above  in 

paragraph  #4  and  #5,  failure  to  achieve  passage  after 

two  secret  ballots  in  part  "B"  would  signify  failure 

to  pass .

Thus  authorizing  the  putting  money  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  but  also  if  needed  to  be  expended  for  purpose  if  necessary 
to  lease  a  police  crusier.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  9.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  seventy-six  thousand,  five  hundred 
twenty-two  dollars  ($76,522)  to  support  the  Police  Department  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto.   It  was  suggested  that  it  might  be  worth 
while  toshop  for  insurance  each  year  as  cost  varies  year  to  year.  Vote, 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  11.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand,  five 
hundred  twenty-six  dollars  ($27,526)  to  support  the  Fire  Department  of 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Charlie  Stevenson  informed  the 
assembly  that  the  Fire  Department  had  been  able  to  pick  up  a  Fire  Truck 
cheap  and  with  concerted  effort  of  the  Department  rebuilt  the  truck  so 
that  they  will  not  need  money  for  a  new  one,  and  can  be  equipted  with 
money  realized  from  sale  of  old  fire  truck.  Since  this  was  a  much  needed 
item,  it  was  a  welcome  relief  to  the  tax  payers.  And  met  with  applause 
from  the  assembly.  Article  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  12.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand,  seven  hundred 
sixty-five  dollars  ($5,765)  for  Scott  Air  Pacs  and  Masks  for  the  Fire 
Department  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  13.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  seventy-nine 
thousand,  six  hundred  twenty-five  dollars  ($.179,625)  to  support  the 
Highway  Department  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Ricky  Weston 
was  commended  for  the  good  job  he  is  doing  and  staying  not  only  within 
his  budget  but  has  been  turning  back  moneys  last  two  years.  This  met 
with  applause  from  assembly.  Article  voted  in  affirmative. 

Article  14.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  lease  agreement  for  the 
purpose  of  leasing  a  John  Deere  road  grader  for  the  Highway  Department 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand,  five  hundred 
four  dollars  ($14,504)  for  that  purpose  or  take  any  action  relative 
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thereto.  Noted  there  would  be  only  about  a  1/2  year  more  to  pay  off 
this  lease  agreement  and  then  we  can  purchase  the  grader  for  $1.  Vote 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  15.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  sixty-two  thousand/  four 
hundred  six  dollars  ($62,406)  to  support  the  Recycling  Center  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto.  Carl  Weatherby,  man  in  charge  of  the 
Wilton  Recycling  Center  explained  reason  for  increase.  Vote  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  16.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-one  thousand,  eighty- 
seven  dollars  ($21,087)  to  support  the  Stephenson  Memorial  Library  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Dorothy  Drake,  Library  Trustee, 
proposed  amending  some  of  the  figures  in  the  budget  and  this  would 
change  the  total  including  a  3%  raise  for  employees  to  ($21,042)  to  be 
raise  and  appropriated.  Amendment  defeated.  Tom  Welden,  Chairman  of 
the  Budget  Committee  amended  amount  minus  a  raise,  since  he  intends 
to  offer  this  item  in  later  Article  for  all  town  emplyees.  Amended 
article  to  read  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,639  to  support 
the  Stephenson  Memorial  Library  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
Amended  article  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  17.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  eighty-six  thousand  dollars 
($86,000)  for  an  addition  to  the  Stephen  Memorial  Library  in  order  to 
meet  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  and  State  Fire  Marshall 
regulations  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Velma  Stone,  Librarian 
offered  inforTOtion  that  a  bid  had  been  received  in  the  amount  of  $84,000 
the  Library  has  $3,000  and  with  the  scheduled  fund  raising  events  this 
next  year  another  $1,000  could  be  realized.  She  proposed  amendment  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $80,000  for  the  addition  and  renovations 
to  Stephenson  Memorial  Library  in  order  to  meet  Americans  with  Disabil- 
ities Act  and  State  Fire  Marshall  Regulations.  Twenty  thousand  dollars 
($20,000)  to  be  raised  by  grants  and  special  funds,  Twenty  thousand 
dollars  ($20,000)  by  donations  and  the  balance  of  Forty  Thousand  dollars 
($40,000)  if  needed  by  tax  dollars  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
Budget  Committee  felt  that  regulations  could  be  met  for  less.  Amendment 
failed.  Article  failed. 

Article  18.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand,  three 
hundred  eighty-seven  dollars  ($13,387)  for  the  support  of  the  Recreation 
Department.  Ten  thousand  ,  seven  hundred  eighty-seven  dollars  ($10,787) 
for  support  of  recreation  programs  and  two  thousand  six  hundred  dollars 
($2,600)  for  a  life  guard  at  Sunset  Beach.  Five  thousand,  eight  hundred 
fifty-two  dollars  ($5,852)  to  be  raised  through  taxes  and  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  thirty-five  dollars  ($7,535)  to  be  raised  through  fees  and 
charges  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  19.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  fifty-one  thousand, 
four  hundred  seven  dollars  ($251,407)  for  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  town  property.  Two  hundred  forty-nine  thousand,  four  hundred  seven 
dollars  ($249,407)  to  be  raised  thru  appropriations  and  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2,000)  thru  fees  raised  by  Oak  Park  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.  Amended  to  reduce  item  "Ambulance"  from  $20,812  to  $17,863 
changing  total  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  $248,458,  $2,000 
to  be  raised  thru  fees  by  Oak  Park,  $246,458  to  be  raised  thru  taxation. 
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Amendment  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Tom  Welden,  Chairman  of  the  Budget 
Committee  said  the  committee  was  split  on  question  of  raises  for  Town 
Employees  and  asked  for  a  consensus  vote  from  assembly  as  to  whether 
there  should  be  a  3%  raise  for  Town  Employees  which  would  raise  the 
budget  $6/000.  Vote  in  the  affirmative.  Amendment  proposed  by  Tom 
Welden  read  as  follows:  Add  under  "TAN  Notes"  category  "Raises  $6,000" 
this  would  give  all  normal  full  time  and  part  time  employees  3%  raises 
to  be  added  to  department  budgets  to  cover  all  town  employees  except 
Fire  Department,  Welfare,  Parks  &  playgrounds,  Animal  Control,  Elected 
and  appointed  officials  and  part  time  employees  paid  for  work  for  town 
boards.  This  would  change  article  to  read  total  to  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  $254,458  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  for  town 
property.  $252,458  to  be  raised  by  taxation  and  $2,000  thru  fees 
raised  by  Oak  Park.  Amendment  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Vote  on 
Article  19  as  amended.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  20.  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will  vote 
to  discontinue  that  portion  of  Muzzey  Hill  Road  in  the  short  triangle 
on  the  west  side  of  the  intersection  with  Old  County  Road  and  deed 
property  rights  for  that  corner  of  land  North  of  the  Old  County  Road 
right-of-way  and  west  of  the  Muzzey  Hill  Road  right-of-way  to  the 
abutters  Holly  and  Willard  Williams,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  21.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  municipality  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand,  five  hundred 
dollars  ($1,500)  toward  the  support  of  Monadnock  Ventures,  Inc.,  which 
is  a  non-profit  organization  established  to  create  and  expand  economic 
development  in  the  area  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Amended 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  toward 
the  support  of  Monadnock  Ventures,  Inc.  Voted  by  show  of  cards. 
Yes  48,  No  36.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  22.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  transact  any  other  business 
that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.  Vote  in  the  affirmative.

TAX  COLLECTOR 

Finding  -  There  was  no  list  of  overpayments  kept  by  the  Tax  Collector. 

Recommendat ion  -  The  Tax  Collector  should  keep  a  record  of  all  overpayments  to 
verify  his  report  and  the  amounts  paid  by  the  Town. 

Management's  Comments  -  New  software  now  applies  first  half  overpayments  to 
final  bill.   Any  residual  excesses  will  show  up  on  a  year  end  list  and 
appropriate  refunds  will  be  made. 


Finding  -  The  Tax  Collector's  daily  receipt  report  totals  did  not  equal 
deposit  totals  for  the  day. 

Recommendation  -  The  daily  receipt  report  must  equal  deposits  in  order  to 
support  what  has  been  collected  (audit  trail). 

Management's  Comments  -  Yearly  receipts,  transmittals  and  deposits  were 
balanced.   Data  entry  for  the  1992  warrant  was  not  commenced  until  final 
transfer  to  MUNIS  software  in  December.   Some  deposits  reflect  multiple  days 
receipts  or  part  of  a  days  receipts.   More  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  having 
deposits  broken  down  to  reflect  a  single  day  sheet. 

Finding  -  While  testing  permit  audit  numbers  for  motor  vehicle  permits,  there 
were  two  permits  that  could  not  be  accounted  for. 

Recommendat  ion  -  All  voids  and  unused  motor  vehicle  permits  should  be  retained 
on  file. 

Management's  Comments  -  As  a  rule  I  do  retain  all  until  after  the  audit,  these 
two  were  either  lost,  voided  or  unused.   This  year  the  audit  was  six  months 
after  usual  time. 


TROST  FUNDS 

Finding  -  Some  of  the  bank  statements  for  the  year  and  for  January,  1993  were 
not  available  for  us  during  our  audit  field  work.   The  Trustees  could  not 
locate  the  statements. 

Recommendation  -  All  books  and  records  of  the  Trustees  should  be  kept  in  a 
safe  and  secure  place  to  avoid  loss  of  the  records. 

Management's  Comments  -  Trustees  have  noticed  this  and  will  seek  to  rectify  in 
future  years.

COLLATERALIZED  DEPOSITS 

Finding  -  During  1992,  the  Town  had  funds  on  deposit  in  excess  of  $100,000  at 
various  banks. 

Recommendat ion  -  We  recommend  the  Town  should  (a)  investigate  the  possibility 
of  having  its  funds  on  deposit  in  excess  of  $100,000  collateralized  by 
securities  held  in  the  Town's  name  and  (b)  that  the  Town  require  annual  audit 
reports  from  all  banks  that  it  deals  with.   The  Town  should  also  consider 
adopting  a  written  investment  policy. 

Managements 's  Comments  -  The  Town  has  implemented  this. 


TRANSFERS  FROM  CAPITAL  RESERVES 

Finding  -  We  noted  that  revenue  and  expenses  for  the  Oak  Park  Building  were 
not  included  in  the  Town's  current  budget. 

Recommendation  -  In  the  case  where  the  Selectmen  have  authority  to  withdraw 
and  expend  monies  from  a  capital  reserve  and  it  is  carried  over  to  future 
years,  the  anticipated-  revenue  and  expense  for  the  current  year  should  be 
included  in  the  budget  (MS-2)  for  the  year. 

Management  Comment  -  It  has  been  understood  that  we  accounted  for  items  such 
as  this  only  in  the  year  they  were  approved.

The  NH  Tax  Collectors'  Association, under  State  direction, 
offers  municipal  tax  collectors  the  opportunity  to  earn 
State  certification.   This  educational  program  consists  of 
three  intensive  week-long  sessions  given  in  three  consecutive 
years.   Last  July  26-30,  your  tax  collector  joined  nearly 
60  colleagues  at  Plymouth  State  College  in  completing  the 
first  week  of  certification,  and,  as  a  bonus,  received  a 
scholarship  which  covered  nearly  half  of  the  $350  cost.  The 
Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration  considers  the  level  of  in- 
struction offered  by  this  program  to  be  comparable  to  that 
of  cither  states  requiring  certification  and  credits  it  with 
assisting  NH  collectors  in  projecting  professional  attitudes 
throughout  all  aspects  of  their  work.   As  the  job  of  tax 
collector  becomes  more  technical  and  involved,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  those  holding  this  position  solidify  their 
educational  foundation  as  well  as  keep  up  with  current 
changes.   The  certification  process,  combined  with  attendance 
at  annual  workshops,  provides  the  educational  tools  that  the 
collector  needs  to  accomplish  this  goal. 

For  nearly  a  decade  I  have  served  as  Greenfield's  Tax 
Collector.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  combination  of  many  things  made  1993  a  pivotal 
year  economically  lor  Greenfield.   Revenues  were  up. 
the  percentage  of  collected  tax  for  the  year  increased, 
the  total  amount  of  unpaid  tax  decreased  and  interest 
rates  for  TAN  notes  remained  low.   For  the  first  time 
in  a  while  we  were  able  to  end  the  year  with  no  TAN 
notes  and  our  school  budget  fully  paid.   There  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  tax  rate  that  was  al mo s t  all  due 
to  the  loss  of  property  values  through  the  current  use 
program. 

After  much  discussion  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  it 
was  voted  to  participate  in  the  Monadnock  Business 
Ventures  program.   We  are  happy  to  report  that  one  of 
our  residents  has  been  able  to  realize  the  benefits  of 
that  decision.   By  working  with  the  Monadnock  Business 
Ventures  she  has  opened  her  own  restaurant  and  employs 
several  peop 1 e . 

Virginia  Hillegass  was  elected  to  this  board  for  a 
term  of  three  years.   A  committee  was  formed  to 
research  the  possibilities  of  establishing  our  own 
recycling  district  and  withdrawing  from  the  Wilton 
district.   It  was  decided  to  stay  on  with  Wilton  for 
one  more  year  while  we  do  more  research. 

The  town  saw  very  little  growth.   The  largest 
portion  of  building  permits  were  for  additions  and 
renovations  to  private  homes.   Crotched  Mountain 
Rehabilitation  Center  built  a  state  of  the  art  mu 1 t i 
media  library  and  generously  made  it  available  to  town 
res  idents . 

The  town  was  also  the  recipient  of  the  generosity 
of  CN I  of  Lyndeborough .   They  not  only  donated  the 
equipment  to  upgrade  our  computer  system  but  they  also 
donated  the  labor  to  install  it.   This  was  a  major 
dollar  saver,  about  $10,000.00,  and  we  are  very 
grateful . 

One  resident  has  worked  in  the  town  offices  through 
the  Green  Thumb  Program.   Participation  in  this  program 
costs  the  town  nothing.   We  need  only  to  help  train 
someone  to  re-enter  the  work  force.   We  are  fortunate 
enough  to  have  someone  who  is  computer  literate  and  so 
have  been  able  to  update  many  files  and  create  some  new 
ones  that  will  be  time  savers  in  the  future. 
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The  Greenfield  Spirit  newsletter  was  the  creation 
of  Gwen  and  Robert  Bills.   They  have  spent  countless 
hours  putting  these  together,  rewriting  articles, 
moving  things  around,  taking  things  out  and  putting 
things  in.   And  in  spite  of  the  editors  (the  selectmen) 
have  done  all  this  with  smiles  and  in  time  for 
printing.   A  "HATS  OFF"  to  you  Gwen  and  Bob. 

The  Board  sincerely  thanks  the  many,  many 
volunteers  for  the  hours  you  have  spent  in  service  to 
the  community.   It  is  you  who  make  the  keep  New  England 
and  Greenfield  unique  in  American  today.   The  elected 
and  appointed  officials  who  serve  with  compensation  are 
the  lifeblood  of  the  community  but  the  volunteers  are 
the  heart.   You  service  is  greatly  appreciated.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Selectmen's  office  continues  to  be  a  very  active 
part  of  daily  community  affairs  and  was  busy  throughout 
the  year  with  requests  for  assistance  from  a  multitude  of 
different  people  and  organizations. 

The  basic  accounting  sofLware  is  now  operating 
smoothly.   we  will  be  completing  t  hie  initiation  of  the 
remainder  of  the  package  soon.   This  will  enable  us  to 
provide  various  reports  which  will  be  helpful  to 
department  heads  and  in  projecting  cash  flow  needs. 

The  word  processing  programs  have  had  a  tremendous 
amount  of  use  this  year.   About  half  of  the  town  report 
was  printed  through  this  program  and  will  make  next  year's 
report  much  easier  and  faster  to  organize  for  the  printer. 

During  the  year,  I  spent  a  good  deal  of  time 
researching  old  deeds  to  determine  ownership  of  unknown 
properties.   We  were   successful  in  establishing  ownership 
of  some  of  them. 

In  an  effort  to  bring  additional  income  into  the  town 
funds,  I  also  researched  the  town  owned  pieces  of  property 
which  had  been  acquired  through  tax  deed.   One  of  the 
properties  was  auctioned  off  in  1993  and  we  expect  to 
auction  off   three  remaining  lots  this  year. 

I  also  had  an  estimate  drawn  up  by  the  Hillsborough 
County  Extension  Service  for  timber  which  could  be 
harvested  from  our  town  properties.   This  project  would  go 
out  to  bid  and  be  managed  by  a  licensed  forester.  It  is 
estimated  that  this  project  could  realize  several  thousand 
dollars  to  our  revenue  account. 

The  Oak  Park  projects  must  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
1994  or  we  will  lose  this  money.   I  will  be  spending  a 
substantial  amount  of  time  on  these  projects  preparing 
bids,  scheduling  work  crews,  meeting  with  State  personnel 
and,  worst  of  all,  maintaining  the  paper  work  necessary 
for  the  State.   Let's  all  strive  for  a  successful 
completion  of  this  portion  of  our  Oak  Park  renovations.

Well,  we  finally  had  the  return  of  winter  in  1993. 
Despite  the  severity,  we  were  able  to  stay  within  the 
budget,  with  some  assistance  from  FEMA  in  the  sum  of 
$2,100.00  for  the  storm  cleanup. 

We  finished,  as  planned,  900  feet  of  hot  top  on  Old 
Mountain  Road,  thus  eliminating  grading  and  raking 
maintenance . 

Skinner  Road  was  widened,  ditched,  brush  was  cut 
and  the  road  regraveled,  making  the  road  safer  for 
traffic  flow  and  easier  snow  removal. 

On  Old  Bennington  Road,  by  the  Bennington  Town 
Line,  a  hill  and  curve  was  lowered  four  feet,  improving 
visibility. 

In  199^,  money  allowing,  the  hill  on  Slip  Road  and 
Gulf  Road  intersection  will  be  lowered  and  widened  to 
allow  two  vehicles  to  meet  and  pass  safely. 

The  DPW  will  continue  the  usual  maintenance  of 
roads  to  insure  safety  and  accessibility.   Other 
projects  will  be  planned  and  completed  depending  on 
funds  . 

The  DPW  thanks  the  Selectpeople ,  Town  Committees 
and  Citizens  of  Greenfield  for  their  support  and 
cooperat  ion .

The  library  trustees  and  the  librarian  were  busy  this  year 
discussing  and  promoting  fundraising  events  for  the  library 
building  fund.  Meeting  the  fire  code  laws  by  a  January  1995 
deadline  has  been  an  important  topic  at  the  monthly  trustee  meetings 
and  a  step  by  step  plan  is  being  developed  to  meet  these  laws, 
while  keeping  the  larger  plan  of  a  handicap  accessible  entrance 
in  focus.  The  trustees  are  exploring  various  fundraising  ideas 
for  these  plans. 

Several  successful  fundraising  events  have  taken  place. 
There  was  a  book  sale  at  the  library.  There  were  two  theatrical 
programs  which  were  presented  at  the  Greenfield  Town  Hall,  thanks 
to  the  enterprising  efforts  of  librarian  Velma  Stone.  A  humerous 
vaudeville  show  entitled,  "Around  the  World  in  80  Minutes",  written 
and  directed  by  Velma,  with  the  cast  made  up  of  many  talented 
Greenfield  residents  along  with  friends  and  family  members  from 
other  towns.  The  UNH  Little  Red  Wagon,  once  again,  delighted  the 
children  who  participated  in  the  summer  reading  program.  Raffle 
tickets  for  some  hand-made  crafts  were  sold  then  as  well. 

In  October,  multi-talented  Richard  Lederer  returned  with 
folksinger  Kathy  Lowe  to  perform  their  literary  musical  "Dances 
With  Words"  at  the  Lucy  Hurlin  Theater  at  Conval  High  School  in 
Peterborough.  Dr.  Lederer  also  sold  and  autographed  many  of  his 
books  after  the  evening's  performance  and  Kathy  Low  sold  tapes 
of  her  music  as  well.  Proceeds  from  the  ticket  sales  and  a 
percentage  of  sale  price  of  the  books  and  tapes  were  added  to  the 
building  fund. 

In  other  library  news,  the  librarian  attended  meetings  of  the 
Nubanusit  Library  Cooperative  and  other  meetings  sponsored  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Library  Association.  Informational  workshops 
sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Trustees  Association  were 
also  attended  by  trustees.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1993  Annual  Report 


In  the  past  year  the  Conservation  Commission  has 
met  to  consider  activities  and  conditions  effecting  the 
town's  environment.   The  protection  of  water  quality, 
and  the  design  and  placement  of  septic  systems, 
especially  where  wetlands  are  involved,  is  our  primary 
concern.   In  order  to  carry  this  out  as  well  as  other 
environmental  quality  objectives,  the  Conservation 
Commission  works  closely  with  the  Selectmen,  Planning 
Board,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  and  building 
inspector . 

For  a  fifth  year  we  participated  in  the  Lay  Lake 
Monitoring  Program  administered  by  the  NH  Department  of 
Environmental  Services.   In  this  program  we  are  able  to 
test  and  track  the  water  quality  of  Zephyr  and  Sunset 
Lakes  at  a  relatively  small  cost  to  the  town. 

We  supply  the  labor  to  collect  and  transport  water 
samples  to  the  state  labs  in  Concord  during  June,  July 
and  August.   The  state  charges  us  a  minimal  fee  for 
testing  and  sends  the  town  a  written  report  on  each 
lake  as  well  as  interpreting  the  findings. 

Over  the  years  these  reports  help  track  changes  on 
water  quality  as  well  as  potential  threats  to  it.   We 
now  have  an  ongoing  record  of  five  years  of  tests  which 
are  invaluable  on  long  range  planning.   In  the  past, 
lake  water  was  tested  on  a  random  and  infrequent  basis. 
For  example,  the  recent  testing  has  confirmed  the  water 
quality  problems  identified  in  Zephyr  Lake.   Many  years 
ago  DES  classified  this  lake  as  mesotrophic  (meaning  a 
potential  for  an  accelerated  decline  in  the  water 
quality).   To  date  the  studies  show  it  is  continuing  to 
decline  slowly.   These  conditions  do  not  call  for 
emergency  action  but  indicate  there  should  be  concern 
about  development  and  land  use  in  the  lake's  watershed. 

In  keeping  with  yearly  written  reports  on  water 
quality  in  Zephyr  &  Sunset  Lakes,  we  will  add  wildlife 
information  to  our  annual  reports  on  an  ongoing  basis. 

In  December  we  once  again  took  part  in  the  national 
Christmas  Bird  Count.   Twenty  one  different  species 
were  seen  in  Greenfield.   By  the  end  of  deer  hunting 
season,  a  total  of  48  were  recorded  at  the  weighing 
station  in  town.   The  number  was  held  fairly  constant 
in  the  past  k    years. 

The  Conservation  Commission  recently  began  work  on 
a  Natural  Resource  Inventory  using  maps  and  other 
information  which  members  developed  several  years  ago. 
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This  is  a  project  mandated  by  the  state  and  will 
compile  information  on  geological  features,  wetlands, 
ponds,  lakes,  rivers  and  streams.  The  inventory  also 
includes  forest  and  agricultural  resources  as  well  as 
wildlife  and  natural  vegetation.  Public  meetings  and 
citizen  participation  will  be  an  essential  part  of  the 
project. 
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Report  of  the  Greenfield  Police  Department 

As  I  enter  my  third  year  as  chief  of  police  for  your 
town  I  am  continuously  amazed  at  the  wide  variety  of 
tasks  that  the  local  police  are  called  upon  to  perform. 
We  have  had  to  rustle  cattle  and  horses,  and  more  than  a 
few  geese.  We  shovel  walk-ways  for  the  older  citizens. 
We  trod  the  boards  for  Velma  and  the  library.  We 
coordinate  the  Memorial  Day  parade.  We  staked  out  the 
pumpkin  patches  and  caught  the  vegetable  vandals!  There 
are  many  other  non-traditional  tasks  that  a  small  town 
department  is  called  on  to  do. 

1993  also  required  us  to  do  many  traditional  police 
functions.  Thefts,  assaults,  domestic  disputes,  motor 
vehicle  complaints  and  animal  complaints  are  some  of  the 
activities  that  kept  the  police  busy  in  1993.  We  also 
had  a  particularly  unfortunate  fatal  accident  to 
investigate  in  August. 

I  have  noticed  that  we  are  becoming  a  town  with  a 
reputation  for  cracking  down  on  moving  violations.  We 
may  not  write  a  lot  of  tickets  but  we  stop  a  lot  of  cars 
and  write  a  lot  of  warnings,  which  often  gets  the  same 
message  across.   People  are  slowing  down  in  Greenfield. 

We  presented  the  D.A.R.E.  program  at  the  school  and  have 
fostered  a  good  relationship  with  the  staff  and  students 
there . 

I  credit  a  lot  of  what  is  right  with  the  department  to 
the  part-time  officers  we  have  here.  The  town  has  had 
the  benefit  of  the  same  crew  working  for  Greenfield  for 
more  than  two  years,  a  rarity  in  Greenfield  and  in  many 
other  towns.  I  had  a  few  cases  where  the  arrested 
person  told  me  they  were  pleading  guilty  because  the 
officer  was  so  professional  and  treated  the  person  well. 
You  don't  read  that  too  often  in  the  papers. 

While    burglary    occurances    continue    to    rise  in 

surrounding    towns,   our    record    is   good    here  in 

Greenfield.    Visibility  and   our   curious  nature   as  to 

suspicious  activities  is  most  likely  the  answer  to 
why  this  is  so.  There  was  only  one  unsolved  bruglary. 

The  switch  to  county  dispatch  has  been  a  very  good 
decision.  People  are  more  apt  to  call  the  547-2525 
number  and  more  people  are  calling  the  police  to  report 
things  that  need  reporting.  The  number  is  for  routine 
as  well  as  emergency  calls  so  please  do  not  be  afraid  of 
calling  547-2525;  there  are  plenty  of  phone  lines. 

The  1994  Spring  will  see  us  gearing  up  for  what  we 
expect  will  be  a  deluge  of  rabid  animal  calls.  Because 
of  this  we  will  be  cracking  down  hard  on  dog 
registration.    We  will  not   take  any  chances  with  a  dog 
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that  we  do  not  know,  or  is  not  obviously  tagged.  Rabies 
is  just  too  dangerous  a  disease  to  be  cavalier  about. 
Please  do  the  favor  of  vaccinating  and  registering  your 
pet.   It  will  probably  saves  its  life. 

Finally,  thank  you  for  the  help  that  you  have  given  the 
police  department  throughout  the  year.  We  are  a  small 
department  in  a  small  town  and  we  count  on  everyone 
being  good  neighbors  to  make  Greenfield  a  safe  and 
secure  place  to  live. 

And  please  remember  the  following  important  facts: 

The  town  clerk  will  register  your  dog  during  her  regular 
business  hours;  the  new  drunk  driving  limit  is  .OS; 
pistol  permits  are  now  $10  for  4  years;  the  downtown  is 
a  20  mph  school  zone  during  school  opening  and 
dismissal;  please  don't  plow/blow  your  snow  into  the 
road;  our  favorite  radar  zone  is  in  front  of  the 
Geisel's  house;  the  cruiser  color  is  China  Blue  Frost, 
not  light  blue  (good-by,  yellow  stripe);  give  any  moose 
the  right  of  way;  Enhanced  911  is  coming,  but  use 
547-2525  for  the  police  and  1-352-1100  (a  free  call)  for 
the  fire  and  rescue  department  until  then;  your  young 
children  must  be  taught  to  not  play  with  ANY  strange 
animals,  especially  fat,  masked  kitty  cats  (racoons); 
Velma  gets  me  to  dress  up  in  those  strange  costumes 
because  I  had  an  overdue  book  once;  a  Greenfield 
resident  permit  is  free  (!)  and  saves  you  from  having  to 
go  to  the  town  office  in  your  wet  bathing  suit  when  you 
get  a  parking  ticket  at  Sunset  Beach.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

Because  of  the  reduced  economic  activity  in  New  England,  and  New 
Hampshire  in  particular,  the  Greenfield  Planning  Board  had  a 
relatively  quiet  year.  The  Board  received  two  two-lot  subdivision 
applications  and  one  site  plan  review  application.  All  were  approved. 
In  addition,  one  excavation  permit  was  extended  for  three  years  and 
another  excavation  was  granted  grandfather  status. 

The  Board  presented  four  proposed  amendments  to  the  Greenfield 
Zoning  Ordinance  to  the  voters  at  the  March  town  meeting.  Three 
amendments  corrected  administrative  inconsistencies,  the  fourth 
limited  the  height  of  towers  and  antennas  to  50  feet.  Exceptions  are 
allowed  for  farm  buildings,  church  steeples  and  water  towers.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  initiated  an  additional  two  amendments  which  would 
allow  unlimited  weekend  yard  sales  and  would  permit  additions  to 
buildings  that  violate  setback  requirements  provided  the  addition  does 
not  make  a  further  encroachment.  All  six  amendments  were  accepted. 

The  Planning  Board  received  a  full  scholarship  from  the  Lincoln 
Institute  of  Land  Policy  for  their  Land  Policy  Forum  for  Planning 
Officials.  The  forum  is  being  held  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts  and 
consists  of  one  Saturday  workshop  a  month  during  the  period  of 
October,  1993  through  April,  1994.

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WELFARE  REPORT  -  1993 


General  assistance  for  families  was  up  dramatically 
this  past  year.   We  assisted  fourteen  (14)  f  am  i 1 i  e  s ,  up 
from  twelve  (12)  last  year  and  we  distributed  $16,381, 
nearly  double  last  year's  expense  of  $8,738.   While  we 
exceeded  our  budget  by  over  $4,000  we  could  not  have 
done  otherwise  as  the  level  of  assistance  is  required 
by  state  law  even  if  it  is  not  adequately  budgeted. 

The  welfare  office  is  open  Monday  and  Wednesday 
mornings  from  9:00  to  10:00  o'clock  though  I  am 
frequently  there  longer.   I  am  always  available  for 
special  appointments  whenever  an  individual  cannot  come 
during  regular  hours  or  when  there  is  an  emergency. 
State  law  requires  that  cities  and  towns  respond  to 
requests  for  assistance  within  5  days  and  immediately 
in  case  of  emergency. 

People  in  Greenfield  should  know  that  the 
Congregational  Church  contributes  generously  with  both 
time  and  money  to  Greenfield  people  in  need  who  have  no 
affiliation  with  the  church.   Rev.  Osgood  responds 
freely  to  requests  for  help  for  aid  not  covered  by  the 
welfare  program.   St.  Patricks  also  calls  me  monthly  to 
find  if  there  is  a  need  situation  they  can  help  with, 
for  example  an  eye  exam  recently  for  one  of  our 
citizens  -  an  expense  not  covered  by  any  other  source. 

Monthly  welfare  meetings  in  Concord  under  the 
auspices  of  N.H.  Municipal  Assoc,  continue  to  be 
helpful  in  keeping  me  informed  about  current 
legislation,  an  opportunity  for  me  to  ask  questions, 
and  a  chance  to  talk  with  administrators  from  other 
communi  ties.

Anyone  who  read  a  newspaper  back  in  1979  could  not  help  but  realize 
the  seriousness  of  the  solid  waste  crisis  this  country  was  facing.  As  the 
Wilton  Recycling  Center  starts  its  14th  year,  the  six  communities  who  have 
participated  in  what  was  considered  a  pioneer  effort  in  solving  part  of  the 
waste  disposal  problem,  should  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  they  were  able  to 
divert  a  significant  amount  of  what  was  once  considered  trash  back  into 
something  useful  as  well  as  savings  to  the  environment,  energy  and  landfill 
space.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  experienced  an  average  number  of  wildfires. 
The  three  leading  causes  of  the  wildfires  were 
campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised  children  and 
debris  fires  that  escaped  control.   All  of  these  fires 
are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire 
officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.   New  Hampshire 
State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person, 
firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled 
any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in 
the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  premit  from  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to 
be  done . " 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression 
costs . 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands  assisted  many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression 
during  1993  and  participated  in  many  fire  prevention 
programs.   This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey 
Bear's  50th  anniversary.   The  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be  working  with  many 
communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  - 
"Remember .. .Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires."   Fire 
prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression 
tool.   Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and 
our  communities  have  a  fire  safe  year.
